the nearest practicable route. In no
event shall he belong to a club of an¬
other county, but township lines are
not to bc counted in this calculation.
You simply vote at your nearest pre¬
cinct in your county. In towns and
cities you cannot vote outside the
ward in which you reside, unless one
or more wards arc combined to form
a club district, in which event you
can vote at the precinct, of such club
district. If you live outside of a town
or city und in tho same township
aa such town or., city*, tjjeu. you j;an
vote at the nearest town in Buch club
or city. If the town or city Is a town¬
ship in itself then no outsider can
vote In such town. You must put
your name, on the club rolls either in
your own handwriting or your own
mark. The club rolls will be furnish¬
ed by the state committee.

HISTORY OF THE EARLIEST

DAYS

Won In First Tournament In
Which Contested In Green¬

ville In 1889

The Anderson Fire Department was

organized on the first dny of July, 1884,
by the founding of the Pioneer Steam
Flre'Engine company. Thc equipment
at that time consisted of a second hana
steam Uro engine, the 'Pioneers' which
was horse drawn. The city council
later purchased a "jumper" or two
wheeled hoBO cart, with an equipment
of bOBC.V
The .heavy engine was drawn ny

hand with drug ropes or by a horse,
dr rather the city _street department
^nlw»."rr^ïïië~~twte^
inserted in the front of the engine was
Interelinngeabel und tho engine could
either be drawn by men or by Hie
mules.
The first chief of t-qe lire depart¬

ment waH Mr. J. M. Cnthcnrt, father
of Hie present bearer of thar name.

In 188.r> a fireman's tournament was
held In Greenville and the "Ploncern"
were Invited to attend nnd 'o parti¬
cipate tn tho races. Tho team was or¬
ganised by the election nf Frank
O'Donnell as captain mid práctica for
Hie races wac begun to flt the ter--
for the contest. Thc team practiced
for a stretch of 300 yards and with
a weight of moro than thc contest al¬
lowed. ThlB practice lengthened their
wind and helped their endurance. Thc
run that w*as made In the practice was
from in front of the present, home of
Mr. J. S. Fowler on Whllner street to
th^ central reservior which Is tho one
that only recently been unearthed.
When the team left for Greenville

there was little hope In Anderson that
they might como back home as the
winners for the company was then
less than a year old. The day for th«,
races was a hot one and thc sun din
Its best to take tho ginger out of the
contestants, and nearly succeeded ir.
doing so for st dinner time the An¬
derson team was pretty, well dolió fw.

After dinner, which consisted of thu
biggest lot of chicken wings that was
ever gathered together, the Anderson
company went to rest, bathe and t r-

ray themselves in their racing
clothes. The Pioneers found that they
were to race against teams from Co-
